If  on 
arrival  you  cannot  plant  immediately,  cut  the  bunches  open  and 
heel  in,  in  sand  or  dirt  under  a  shed,  in  a  cellar,  barn  or  outhouse 
where  wind  and  sun  cannot  reach  them,  but  where  the  plants  will 
have  circulation  of  air  through  the  tops.
